Jewelry Store Robberies—Their Latest Line 


of Work—Detective Ingenuity— Resisting 
Arrest. 


By Telegraph tothe Post-Dispatch, 

NEw York, November 16.—The arrest of Chas. 
H. Mayhon, alias ““Downeaster,” and John Moore, 
a New York “crook” by Pinkerton’s detectives, 
on Eighth avenue Wednesday evening, has been 
the means of bringing to ight a systemof safe- 
burglary in keeping with the present advanced 
age. The circumstances of the detection and 
capture of these men as told by Mr. Robert A. 
Pinkerton furm, with a history of this mysterious 
burglary, a most interesting story of criminal 
genius and detective ingenuity. For - several 
months the authorities have been ata loss to ac- 
count for the great number of burglaries of 
jewelry stores throughout the Eastern 
and Southern States. They began in 
the early part of the past summer in New Orleans 
and in asystematic way oumerous cities and vil- 


lages have been visited from that point up to 
Richmond, Va. 
THE FIELD OF OPERATION 
appears to have been changea by the burglars 
after visiting the latier place, for they were not 
heard of in the States bordering on the great lakes. 
Th: ir aepredations became so frequent that the 
utmost solicitude was felt the pro- 
rietors of jewelry establishments in 
owns where ger protection. was lim- 
ited, The retail dealers who bought their 
goods largely on credit appealed to the wholesale 
jewelers for assistance in ridding the eountry of 
the gang of store-breakers who were making such 
general raids. Alter the matter’ i» agi- 
tated for a time the jobbers of this city formed 
the “Jewelrymen's Security Alliance.” Mr. D. C. 
Bishop of the jewelry firm of Carroll, Bishop & 
Co. was elected president. The object of the ai- 
lance was to assist in discovering and prosecut- 
ing persons committing store vurgiaries. 
THE ALLIANCE WENT INTO EXISTENCE 
in June last, and it ws not long belore they 
were furnished with a case to investigate. The 
ag store of Myron Dubois at Ellenville, N. 
’., Was entered by burglars on the night of Juty 
11. The safe was opened and the eutire stock, 
valued at upwards of $5,000, wastaken. ‘Tne 
stolen property consisted of watches, aiamonds 
and jewelry. The burglary was not discovered 
uutil the following moruing. After the local 
authorities had been acquainted with the facts 
Mr. Dubois telegraphed to the _  Pinker- 
ton detective agency in this city.

A BRAVE ADMIRAL DEAD. 


Stephen D. Trenehard of the United States 
Navy—How Well He Served. 
By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEw YoRK, November 16.—Rear Admiral 
Stephen D. Trenchard of the United States Navy, 
who was placed on the retired list in July, 1880, 
dieq yesterday at his residence in this city.

The 
official victim-was Sofia Woskrepensky, a young 
lady student, and amember of the Society of the 
Red Croes,one of the women arrested at the 
time the Imperial Marie Institute at Warsaw 
was discovered to have fallen mto Nihilistie 
control, and a sister of a leading revolutionist. Ig 
is sald that on her trial, conducted with great dis- 
patch and secrecy, it was shown that, owing to in 
fluence obtained at the court, through the institu. 
tion being under the direct patronage of the Em- 
press, the prisoner had been engaged in intrigues 
with palace officials, having for their ultimate 
objects the assassination of the Czar. These 
statements in connection with developments of 
the recent trial of 
* RED CROSS SOCIALISTS, 
which resulted in the deportation of sixty-three 
of them to Siberia, have caused a profound sensa- 
tion in the Russian capital. The ex- 
ecution of Mille. Woskrepensky took 
place early this morning in the presence 
only of official spectators, and she is said to have 
met her death bravely. The suicide was a womaa 
named Ossinsky, who had by her vehement eles 
quence and reckless devotion to the principles of 
Nihtlism made herseif a leader among the 
ists of Little Russia aud other southern 
of the Empire.

Without doubt the train boy of 
the age has bis faults, and is by no means a dis- 
guised advance agent of the millennium concert 
aggregation, still itis quite possible that he has 
an ousis about him somewhere, or that if he were 
searchea a spot of quite as white a tint would 
be found on him as is worn by the average travel- 
ing poor of the Nineteenth Century. 

“Times have changed a great deal in our busi- 
ness since 1870.” said the manager of the St. Louts 
branch of the Union. News Company recently to 
a Post-DIsPATCH seeker of truth in by-ways. 
“The old days, when trresponsibie boys fleecea 
travelers with*wormy chestnuts and improver lit- 
erature, have passed away. The business of sup- 
piying lunches, fruit, Cigars and pending matter 
on railway trains is now almost exclusively in the 
hands of lafge companies. These companies 
have the business reduced to a system; they deal 
only in the, best goods, and control their em- 
joves aud salesmen with a tolerably firm hand. 

Ley do not tolerate insolence or crookedness on 
the vart of the boys. Black sheep aud rude boys 
may creep into the business, but they seidom hold 
on long.” 

“Then you think there is no longer apy néces- 
sitv for a society for the prevention of 

“CRUELTY TO TRAVELERS?” 

“Yes. Ido. LIthink myself, and 1 believe you 
will come to the same conclusion if you look at 
this business in the same spirit that you would 
anv other, that the train boys are really a neces- 
sitv and a comfort to travelers. Few meu can 
travel long distances by daylight, without becom- 
ing wearied. Tie train boy ony supplies all little 
possible wants, but if he is bright, zealous and 
good natured, he is an_ object of lnter- 
est, be is a subject of amusement, and 
his frequent comings aud goings Oreak the mon- 
otenv of jong pours in a stiff-backed seat. If he 
is dull, or really rude in manner, he can 
make little profit, and will soon 
be out of the _ bvusiness. A successful 
train boy is a good judge of characi.. and bas a 
ready tongue. He is subject to muci: banter and 
guying, and he is quick at repartee. He will 
make triends and business out of his very perse- 
cutors. 

“The headquarters of the Union News Com- 
pany is in New York. In all, we have about 1,000 
train boys now employed. We have sixty boys 
running out of St. Louis, and operate on all the 
roads bere except the Chicago and Alton, the 
Chicago, Burlington and Quincy, and the St. Louis 
and San Francisco. We pay each road a reguiar 
renial. There ts not nearly so much money made 
in the business as formerly, and rents are there- 
fore lower, and the business in the hands of 
fewer. parties. In days wone by, the trashiest 
kind of books and perivdicais Were sold, but now 
we deal only in standard publications. They are 
of a icht character, of course, for few will read 
heavy works ou acar. There are special editions 
gotten up in cheap covers for the railway trade— 
indeed many humorous books are wriiten for this 
pusiness nione. The stock thata bov on a good 
run takes oui Is often worth $200. In the East we 
sell coffee, sangwicies and the like, bul not in the 

‘est. The fruit trade is large but does not pay 
heavily on accountof the great waste. It can 
seidom be sent out on a second run, and We throw 
away and give away daily quantities of Gamaged 
fruit.” 

* What is the best item out of St. Louis?” 

“Newspapers, by ali odds. Probably seven- 
tenths of all vur business is done on newspapers. 
By careful, reguiar work we build up a de- 
mand for wewspapers all along eacy road. 
Many a man inacountrs town who hever sub- 
scrives to a daily paver will go down to the train 
several times a week and buy a paper of a boy. 
In this way We aré a great help to newspaper 
publishers. We also dealin ailthe local papers 
of the towns we pass through. Why, out of such 
towns as Moberly, Mexico and many others, we 
sell 
MORE POST-DISPATCHES 
than any otherSt. Louis paper. That is because 
the paper at such points is twelve hours ahead of 
the morning papers. We aiso sell more Posrt- 
DISPATCHES at the same places than we do in 
Si. Louis, tor the reason that the travelers alinost 
always buy an evening paper before they board 
the train here. Our boys how take out 
from 30 to 300 St. Lwouls papers each 
day, and in election times, tue orders run up to 
over.1,000 papers each. The newspapers find that 
ever? time there is acbange of pews agencics on 
a railrvad their own business falls off, hence they 
are opposed to changes and in general to much 
publicity in regard to the business.” 

“Is it not a fact that train boys, as a class, are 
a pretty tough lot? Are they not rascally dis- 
posed?” 
“No, they are not. They are a much better- 
looking and bebaving class than are the news- 
boys of ibe streets. They are all called boys, bar 
many of them are men, have been with us for 
years aud support families wellon tbeir profits. 
riev are paid a percentage on sales. We check 
up stock after each trip and settle once a week. A 
apes man can make more than average store 
clerks.’ : 
‘*How do you prevent them walking away with 
their receipts and balance of stock?’ 
“Unleas personally known to us as honest, each 
one has to give security for his stock. If they 
commit any crooked act upon a train they are 
vbiack-listed, and can get no employment any- 
where in our company. I was over to our Cincin- 
na.i office a little while ago and saw a fellow who 
was black-listed here for stealing a valise. He 
had secured employment under a false name. I 
caused his immediate dismissal. You may hear 
the boys talking boastfully of the travelers they 
have ‘done up,’ as it is cailed, but as « whole they 
are more honest than the average of train 
officiais and express officials. Why, the express 
companies regularly employ hundreds of deteet- 
ives and spoiters while we have not a single one. 
Oveasionaliy a boy 

BEATS US A LITTLE. 
Here, for instance (pointing to the wall), ts a bill 
offering a reward of $25 for the return of one of 
our boxes stolen at Sedalia a few days 
ago. We _ reeovered thé box. ‘Lhe boys 
are subject to regular train rules, ana if they 
cause auy disturbance with travelers, the con- 
ductor of the train generally reports them. He 
has todo so in Order to secure his own position. 
Yes, yg yee for positions are very numerous. 
Most of the applicants are uufit tor the work, and 
ot those tried only a small percentage 
prove efficient. To break in new boys 
shortand poorruns are given. and as they im- 
prove they are advanced to better runs. The 
best runs are, Of course, upon day trains. Some- 
times itis necessary to have two beys on a train 


in order that the newspaper business may be well 
worked at each station. Emigrant trains are 
chiefly good for eatables. The emigrants buy no 
books and few papers.

OUR SCHOOL BO ¥S. 


Hew We Pay Our State Teachers—Educa- 
tienal Peinters. 

The educational representative of the Post- 

DIsPATCH on meeting Prof. W. T. Carrington of 
Jefferson City and editor of the Missouri School 
Journal, at the Polytechaic this moruing, asked, 
“How are the graded schools of the State pro- 
gressing?”’ 
“The statistics of 69 towns of the State, and 
which have just been received, show that the 
schools are demanding the attention of the enter- 
prising and best men in the various parts of Mis- 
sours.” 

“What is the average 
teachers?” 

“Avout forty-sevemoliars a month. Of those 
tows reported in the State Oolumbia pays the 
highest, which is about fifty-nine dollars a month. 
The majority of these teachers are young ladies, 
with but littl domestic iscumbrances, how- 
ever.” 

“How does St. Louis stand In tne report?’ 

“The State Department has not yet heard from 
the city, as St. Louis is considered, as you Know, 
a departinent by itself, and usually makes its re- 
ports through your daiiles.” 

The gradea school at Jackson, Mo., is reported 
to be in a good condition. There are 310 children 
in the district, A very large per cent are cviored, 
There are three private institutions of learning 
in Farmington with an enroliment of more 
than a bundred of the schvol population of the 
town, 

The Jefferson City Public School has 758 pupils 
enrvlied. 

Principal H. F. Morton, of Boonville, has made 
a report of his school to the State Superintendent 
from which is gathered the fact that there were 
.242 school children in che city, and 726 enrolled 
in the sehvols, Nine teachers are em- 
ployed at an aggregate monthly salary of $530. 

The average cost per day for tuition 
on evroliment bas been 344 cents, and on daily at- 
tendance nearly 6cents. Ihe levy for school pur- 
poses was 40 cents on the $100. ngth of term. 
hine months. 

Mound City, Mo., has just completed one of the 
neatest school buildings in the State, atacost of 
$15,000. | 

One thousand nine hundred and nine pupils are 
enrolled in the public school at Springfield. 

W. E. Coleman, the bdState Superintendent of 
Public Instruction, in answering tbe question “Is 
each teacher of a st. Louts graded school required 
to make a separate monthly report to the Board 
of Directors?” says: “It is the duty of each 
teacher to make a monthly report to the princi- 
pal of the graded school, and he should combine 
all into one monthly report to the School Boara.”’

LONDON, November 16.—It is understood that 
the legal advisers of the Egyptian Government de- 
cidedly oppose De Lesseps’ claim te widen the 
Suez Canal without the permission of that gov- 
ernment, 


Balgaria. 
SoFIA, November 16.—The agreement regulat- 


ing the position of the Russian officers in Bulgaria 


have been signed by Prince Alexander. The 
Prince is to appoint a Ministry of War, with the 
consent of the Emperor of Russia, the Prince 
alone to have the right to revoke the appoint- 
ment; The Minister of War thus appointed will 
not interfere in the internal affairs of the coun- 
try, and will be held directly responsible to the 
Prince and the National Assembly. A!! Russian 
officers in the Bulgarian army will owe obedience 
to Prince Alexander and the laws of Bulgaria. 


Tonquin. 

PARIS, November 16.—It is declared here that 
the sensational reports of a breach of the frienaly 
relations of France and China and the reinforce- 
mentofthe French squadron at Tonquin, are 
without foundation. It is also asserted that Ad- 
miral Courbet, in command of the Frengh forces 
in Tonquin, advised the French Government to 
deciare war, and that it has ordered the Admiral 
to act in accordance witb the requirements of the 
situation. The committee of the Chamber of 
Deputies considering the grantof credits for the 
expenses of the Tonquin campaign, is favorably 
jnclinea, but desires the Government to give a 
complete exposition of the subject. 

THE FRENCH ADVANCE. 

PARIS, November 16.—It is reported on the 
Bourse that Admiral Courbet has been defeated 
in Tonquin. France professes to have similar 
news. The Liberte positively contradicts the re- 
port. It is generally believed, however, that the 
French forces have begun their advance. A man 
was arrested on the bourse for spreading “‘alarm- 
ist news.” 

HOW STRONG THEY ARE, 

PARIS, November 16.—The French forces in 
Tonquin are estimated at 18,000, 4,000 above the 
figures given by the Minister of Marine.

CONVICT LABOR. 

Mr. Peck, Commissioner of the New Yor k 
Bureau of Labor Statistics, said to a PostT- 
DISPATCH reporter yesterday that there are 
some wrongs in the contract system which 
should be remedied and avoided. Contract- 
ors for convict labor should not, for instance, 
be provided with shops and other valuable 
property of the State free of cost to enable 
them to undersell the products of free labor 
and yet make large profits. It was doubt- 
less by way of protest against this sort of 
thing that the people of New York City and 
Brooklyn cast such an overwhelming vote at 
their late election sgainst New York's pres- 
ent contract systein. 

In favor of that system it was shown that, 
prior to its adoption in 1877, the working 
of the convicts on pul#ic account was 
costing the State 725,000 a year, 
and that under the contract system 
the cost of the penitentiaries was only 
$179,994 in 1878, and was reduced from year 
to year until 1883, when they actually yielded 
the State a small revenue of about $9,000. 
It is not desirable that convict labor shall 
become a source of revenjie to the State, nor 
is it desirable that honest labor shall be 
heavily taxed to maintain convicts in idle- 
ness and comfort. That would be paying a 
premium for crime. The man who demands 
the total abolition of convict labor is no 
friend of the honest free laborer. The lat- 
ter, whether he is aware of itor not, pays 
the taxes, and ou@@™f his earnings must 
eventually come all the cost of maintaining 
penal institutions. For his sake they should 
be kept as nearly as possible on a self-sus- 
taining basis. 

But, on the other hand, as Mr. PEcK 


says, and as the Post-Dispatcu said 
when the question first came up, it 
will not do for the State to mass 


a huge body of slave labor and hire it 
out, together with avast awmoupt of public 
property in the way of shops and machinery, 
at such prices that the contractors can make 
large sums by underselling the products of 
free labor. Slave labor backed Dy the State’s 
capital should not be made the means of ren- 
dering the condition of large classes of 
skilled free laborers utterly desperate. It may 
be true that the convicts are only about one 
in a thousand of the laboring people of this 
country, and that the labor of two convicts 
is not equal to the labor of one free man, 
and still the fact remains that large factories 
run by convic; labor may be enabled by 
State aid to subject private enterprises to a 
ruinous competition and deprive large masses 
of free laborers of fair wages, if not of 
bread. A contract system which bears so 
hard upon classes of working people cannot 
be defended upon any ground of public 
policy. If it cannot be amended so as to 
avoid such unfair competition, it ought to be 
abolished. The burdens of a different con- 
vict system, costing much moré, would at 
least fall equally upon all classes of laborers, 
and with less crushing effect upon some.

The Lucas Ground. 

The PosStT-DIsPATCH iong ago designated the 
direction aud probable locality of the grounds se- 
lected ana leased by the new Lucas club, and can 
now inform tts readers of the exact spot, its size, 
and surroundings, as to its fitting up. The plat 
lies west of Twentieth street, running to Jeffer- 
son avenue, ahd starts from an alley running just 
north of and parallel with Cass avenue to another 
alley-way, which is south ot and parallel with 
Howard street; said alley starting from opposite 
Howard street from the west, the street being 
broken at that point. The shape of the grounds 
1s that of a diamond, with a long end towards the 
Jefferson avenue and Howard street end. In this 
long end will be erected a grand stand, which will 
curve around the corner, and will have rows of 
private boxes on top, with a reporters’ box in the 
center, The grand entrance will be at the corner, 
and the seating capaeity will be about 4,500, In this 
connection it may be statetl that the plans of the 
grand stand have been suggested by those at the 
Athletic ground in , aiadoe, the grounds be- 
ing very similar inshape. ‘The city platis desig- 
nated 2317, and from measurements taken this 
morning it was found that the north frontage will 
be 900 feet, the east froutage 350 feet, the south 
frontage—which is comparatively narrow—340 
feet, and the Jefferson avenue side will cuver 380 


feet. 

The diamond will be placedin the northwest 
end of the ground, anda line drawn from the 
catcher’s position southeasterly through second 
Duse aud to the center fiela would cover 540 feet 
from corner to corner.

How the Street Cars Were Over-Crowd- 
ed This Morning. 


“More Trippers” the Determined 
Cry of Every Citizen. 


“Cattle” Cars, “Gravel” Cars and “Hood- 
lum” Cars—The Street Car Corporations 
Totally Callous—The Public Treated L ke 
So Many Cattle—Some Interesting Fig- 
ures. 


The Post-DIsPATCH again respectfully calls the 
attention of the streetcar companics to the fact 
that the people of this city are greatly in need of

On the UOlive Street Line 
A reporter bourdedja car at Beaumont and rode 
down with thirty-five companions in misery. He 
arrived at the terminus about ten minates of 8, 
having gained no rest, but speed only by the ride. 
The clear sky and bracing atmosphere were very 
tempting to every one whe had not a positive 
aversion to walking, to stay outside the cars, and 
for this reason the loads were lighter than usual. 
Fiom the time mentioned until 8:30 the reporter 
watched the passengers pouring our of car after 
car. Some of the more suspicious of the 
conductors eyed the reporter m au extremely 
unpleasant manner as if they took him for a 
spotter and would like to have a club on bimina 
dark alley.

m., all well crowded, the lightest oad being thirty- 
two and the nighest seventy-six. Fhe average 
load on the :wnain line of the Citizens’ road be- 
tween 6 and9 o’clock in the morning is forty- 
five. 


The Citizens’ Extension 
Pays less attention to the comfort and conven- 
ience of tts patrons than any line in St. Louis, al- 
though its vusiness compares favorably with the 
best paying roads. The car which passed Tavior 
avenue at 6 o’clock this morning was most unb- 


fortably crowded, twenty persons occupying 
ts and fully as many more crowded on 
the platforms and in the aisie. Each cross- 
ing furulshed on an average six additional 
mussengers, and when the car reached wit in 
yalf a mile of the car stables, standing foom for 
one foot was ata premium. The early cars, from 
5:45 a.m. to6:154.m., run at intérvals of 7% 
minutes, and each ear carries at least forty pas- 
sengers. The next car, after6:15a.m., does not 
ass for tweuty-five minutes, although that is 
fast the time the majority of 
the woiking class are going, to town, 
and many of them, not having time to walt, are 
compelled to walk one or two miles to reach the 
main lime. From 7 to 9 o’clock the cars between 
Mareus avenue andthe Three-mile House pass 
every 7% minutes, .nd on the further extremities 
every fifieen minutes. After 9e’clock four cars are 
turned into the stables, and parties residiag West 
of Marcus avenue are accommodated with 
acar évery half hour, providing the car is on 
time. The tracks are in a most deplorabie con- 
dition, and it isa very frequeat occurrence for a 
ear te jump the track. When such au em*rgency 
arises the conductor considers it the sacred duly 
of every male passenger to alight apd beip litt 
the car on the tracks, the ladies, saccord- 
ing to the time-honored custom of 
the road, get out and stand _in the street till the 
car is placed in runting order. The car which a 
Post-DisrATCH reporter boarded at 7:15 a. m. 
carried twenty-six passengers, but at that hour of 
the morning the majority of the workiag people 
had already reached town, while the oOusipess 
men had wot yet staried. At the Three-Mile 
House, where the extension connects with the 
main line of the Citizens’ road, at least 
@our Cars are always supposed to be in waiting. 
The conductors on the main line classify the ex- 
tension cars as “cattle cars” and the passengers 
as the “‘heoaglum loads,” and each tries his best 
10 avoid taking the passengers, because they are 
furnishea with transfer tickets and occupy as 
much space as the passenger that pays his nickel. 
As socn as an extension car is sighted appreach- 
ing the terminus the cars on the main 
lipe start out on adead run some?imes as mauy 
asthree atatime, the driver uxing whip and 
lines while the extension passenyvers, toen, women 
wnd children, join in a wid chase tor the car, 
after running three blocks before capturing it. 
The driver who is so unfortunate as to be cap- 
tured is roundly abused by his conductor, and ts 
not on speaking terms with the tickei taker for 
that day, 


The Market street Line. 

The first car leaves Grand avenue for the East- 
ern terminus of the road at 6 o'clock and is known 
on the line as the “gravel train.” It is essgntially 
the car of the tin-bucket brigade, and this morn- 
ing, Aas Oh every Morning, Was crowded with la- 
boring m@), porters and others, who are required 
jo be at their work before 7 o’clock. It isa 
“smoking ear,” andthe laboring man when he 
smokes uses a pipe. When boarded by a Post- 
DISPATCH reporter this moraing at Summit ave- 
nue, thirty-two men were dimly visible through 
the dense cloud of smoke from cheap tobacev. 
The next car follows tWenty minutes later, and it 
carried between thirty and thirty-five passengers 
this morning. At7:30car No. 40- passed Summit 
avenue, and at the terminus the register showed 
an even thirty passengers. There was a 


space of four minutes,and No. 43, swung along 
with eighteen passengers comfortably seated and 
sixteen hanging ov to the straps. Two minutes 
later car No, 42, With thirty-eight passengers, two 
and one-half minutes later car No. 45.withforty-one 
passengers. There was a break of three mitutes, 
when No, 18, crossed Twelfth street, with thirty- 
iwo passengers. A long walt of four and one-half 
minutes,and No.,53 a smoking car, showed up 
with twenty-seven passengers. The next car, No. 
20, was Conteit with twenty passengers, and 
three minutes later No. 51 strugvied aiong with 
forty-two passengers. During the hours {rom 7:30 
to 9:30, cars are endeavored to be run every three 
minuies. At Eighteenti: street, where the Market 
street-cars bound cast begin to empty, a reporter 
noted that from 7:45 to 7 a. m. ihe average of pas- 
sebgers carried Was about thirty lo the car. 


The Union Depot Company Cars. 

The Usion Depot Railroad Company run two 
lines of cars over the Twelfth street tracks, the 
lines Delng distinguished by biue and yellow cars. 
Stationing himself atthe corner of Twelfih and 
Pine streets shortiy before half past 7 o'clock this 
morning, a reporter began a half hour’s reckon- 
ing of the time of arrivaland number of passen- 
gers of each car turning the corner going cast. 


The first blue car, passing at 29 minutes past | 


7 o’ciock, contained 20 passengers. The next blue 
car arrived five minutes later, at 7:34, and eon- 
tained 19 passengers, all of them seated but 3. Six 
minutes elapsed before the next car turned the 
corner,and in this one 16 people were seated 
and nine stood up. It was just five minutes after 


that when the fourth car rounded the curve with 
25 passenyers. Seven minutes later a car contaiu- 


ing 26 passengers disappeared down Pine sire. | 


Six minutes had barely elapsed ere the next one 
roliea by with 19 souls on poard, anda in five min- 
ufes more, Or at 8:43 exactly. a car containing 32 
phople was boarded by the mn arbied on his way 
duwn town. In the intervals between the passinz 
of the cars mentioned opportunity was siven to 
count the yellow cars. The first one noticed 
passed at 7:30 exactly, with 18 passengers, all, 
seated but one, Seven minutes afterward the 
second car passed with the same bhumber 
of inhabitants. At a4 minute before 
a quarter to 8, seven minutes later than the 
passage of the previous car,car No. 3 swept 
around, loaded with twenty-seven people. Ouly 
five minutes elapsed before the arrival of the next 
car, and before it passed from view twenty-two 
passengers were counted. Thirty people oecupieu 
the car which followed, passing at five minutes to 
8, aud in the last one noticed, which left Twelfth 
street at 8 o'clock precisely, were eighteen peopie.

Afamithar illustration of how indifferent the 
street car monopolies of St, Louis act taward the 
working classes was singularly afforded this 
morning on the Fifth Street, or Broadway line, 
owned by the St. Louis Railroad Company. At 
6:28 this Morning—by the conductors wateh—the 
tripper reporter of the Post-Disparcn boarded 
the already Crowded car number 43 of the above 
line at Salisbury aud upper Broadway. Toe car 
belug iulil, the reporter was afford«d the unspeak- 
abie luxury Of a 2x4 ich stand on the reac plat- 
form, Standing in the center of the car, swat. 
ing to the leather loop straps with one hand, aud

The cars noticed were Nos. 86, 90, 50, 69, 19 and 10. 


Benton-Bellefontaine. 

A heavy overcoat, a good cigar and a talkative 
driver made the down-town passage of a Post- 
DISPATCH reporter on the front platform of a 
Benton-Bellefontaine bobtail this morning a 
rather agreeable excursion. The reporter board- 
ed the car at Eleventh street and Bremen avenue at 
exactly 7 o’clock, and although the point at which 
he got on is only a few blocks distant from the 


porthern terminus of the line every seat inside 
had already been taken, and there Was room for 
just one more on the front piatform, Everybody 
on the car was a through passenger, and if the 
odious practice of taking on every additional 
man, woman and chila that hailed the car between 
Bremen avenue and Franklin avenue had not 
been in Vogue the trip would been made with no 
stoppages and few slowings up. As it was, the 
driver took on every person that hailed his car, 
aud by the time the overcrowded vebicle reached 
Tenth and Lucas avenue the mass of humanity 
on board had filled every inch of available room.

Cass Avenue Raliway.
